BALLOON TRAVELS ft 


LONG DISTANCE 


Both Airships Sent Up from 


St. Louis Heard front- 


One in Indiana. 


PRESIDENT IT LAST 


St. Louis, Oct. IS.—The balloon 


Stephens No. 21 with a capacity of 
35,000 cubic feet of gas ascended from 
here at 6:30 yesterday evening. carry- 
Ing up Aeronaut Alal ~l. Hawley and 
Augustus Post. 
Owing- to a misun- 


derstanding the regular supply of light 
balloon gas was shut off after the de- 
parture of the 
balloon 
in which 


Aeronauts McCoy and Chandler had 
ascended two hours previously and 
Hawley and Pest were forced to use 
an. inferior quality of gas for filling 
their balloon. 
That dampened their 


hopes for covering any considerable 
distance but they decided to make the 
trial anyway. 
As they landed at 


London. Ind.. this morning the dis- 
tance covered is 250 miles on a 
Straight line. 
Traveled Long Distance. 


The message dropped from 
th« 


United States Signal corps balloon 
No 
Jfi by Aeronauts James McCoy 


and Captain Charles De F. Chandler 
and telegraphed to the 
Associated 


Press at Chicago from Leesburg. Ohio, 
by the finder, shows that the bal- 
loon 
in 
thirteen 
hours 
and 
fifty 


minutes covered a distance measuring 
350 miles on a straight line. The In- 
ternational 
record 
established 
by 


Lieut- Lahm last year in Europe was 
402 miles on a straight line winning 
for him the James Gordon Bennett 
cup. He at once offered a cup himself 
to the aeronaut beating his record. 


The message from Aeronauts McCoy 


a.nd 
Chandler states that at the time 


of dropping the message they were 
traveling fast southeast. 
Therefore 


It is considered possible that they 
may beat the record established toy- 
Lieut. Lahm. 
The ascension was 


made here at 4:10 last evening, merely 
as a long distance preliminary to the 
International aeronautical contest next 
week. The balloon holds 78,000 cubic 
feet, of gas and the two aeronauts 
felt confident of being able to remain 
in the air all night. 


LANDED NEAR INDIANAPOLIS.

Ing was fine at that altitude, the men 
declared.

Kipling Tells Canada What 


She Needs to Bar Out 


the Asiatics. 


Toronto, Oct IS.—"Pump in the im- 


migrants from the old country; pump 
them in.'' 


Tills is the solution Rudyard Kip- 


ling suggests for the Asiatic problem 
on the Pacific coast. Mr. Kipling, ac- 
companied by bis wife, arrived here 
Wednesday night from a tour of the 
Canadian Northwest. 


"Immigration is what Canada wants 


In the west," said Mr. Kipling. "You 
must have laborers there. 
You want 


immigration, and the way to keep the 
yellow man out is to. set tho while 
man In. 
If you keep out the white 


man you will have tho yellow man, 
for you must have labor. Work must 
he done, and Uic.ro is certain work the 
white man won't do so long as he can 
get a yellow man to do it. Pump in 
the immigrants from the old country; 
pump them in. England has five mil- 
lions of people to spare." 


Labor Party Opposed. 


Mr. Kipling expressed the opinion 


that both in the mother country and in 
Canada the labor party is opposed to 
Immigration. 


"In England," he said, "the party is 


opposed to immigration 
because it 


would remove their great grievance 
with regard to the unemployed. 
In 


Canada there is a feeling in opposi- 
tion to 
immigration 
because 
labor 


feels that it will be swamped." 


Mr. Kipling, on lining asked as la 


the truth of the statement which ap- 
peared in a local paper that IIP was 
In Canada on liehalf of the British

Asiatic immigration, laughed and said: 


"I still have some sense of humor 


left." 


Pressed for an answer in the affirm' 


alive or negative, he said, laughing:

coming to Canada, he expressed the 
opinion that Hindus would not settle 
permanently in the country, but that 
after they had made a certain amount 
of money they would return to their 
own land.

Dr. William Park, of Chicago, said 
that the,fear of losing their pastorates 
after they reach middle 
age 
deterred 
many who would otherwise enter the 
ministry. 
"It is the cry everywhere for young 
nvn. It Is this ministerial dead line that 
holds men back."

Manila. Oct. 18.—The Philippine 


commission and assembly met in Joint 
session yesterday to listen to Gov. 
fien. Smith's message. It proved to 
be a clear review of the administra- 
tion of the islands- since the estab- 
lishment of civil government, recount- 
ing the magnificent record of aJtnils- 
tic achievements at which the nations 
laughed, and the failure of which they 
had predicted, because the American 
theories were- unsanctioned by pre- 
cedent and had not been proved by 
experience. 


Praise and censure were fearlessly 


distributed hy the governor general! 
and 
much wholesome advice was 


given, especially as 'regards taxation, 
which was exhaustively explained. 
The governor general exhorted the 
assemblymen to get results and to 
avoid useless wrangling. 
He urged 


them to serious consideration of the 
maintenance of highways, Improve- 
ment. In the cultivation of hemp and 
tobacco, the schools, reform of muni- 
cipal administrations, and especially 
wasteful 
public 
expenditures 
and 


salaries. 


"With the organization of this as- 


sembly," tlio message 
concluded, "a 


iiew era has 
commenced. 
Hence- 


forth the responsibility that has been 
vested in the commission will be di- 
vided with you. Some allege that Iho 
assembly does not enjoy power and 
that Its Influence is practically nega- 
tive. 
1 reply that its rights, privi- 


leges, and 
powers are exactly 
the 


same as those enjoyed hy the co- 
ordinate branches ot a legislature 
wherever 
liberal 
government 
pro- 


vails." 


Aiaembly Has First Clash. 


The assembly experienced Its first 


clash yesterday. In a tilt between the 
president, Sergio Osemena, national- 
ist, and Dominador Gomez, who sec- 
onded 
the 
president's 
nomination 


Wednesday in an eloquent speech. 


Gomez, whose election is to be con- 


tested, but who was formally sworn 
with the other assemblyme'.i Wednes- 
day, made an appeal to the delegates 
to disregard politics, but the president 
stopped 
Gomez's speech 
and 
an- 


nounced that he would use his au- 
thority as president of the assembly 
to have It stricken from the records. 


The delegates were surprised at 


this early beginning of the fight be- 
tween the nationalists and conserva- 
tives and the radicals. The adherents 
of Gomez, who Is leader of the famous 
Katlpunan revolutionary society and 
ex-president ot the nationalist party, 
during the course of the day's pro- 
ceedings In the assembly defeated a 
plan to rush through that body a 
series of sppclal rules for parliamen- 
tary procedure which had been drawn 
up by the president. The latter, bow- 
ever, managed to secure the tempo- 
rary adoption of the rules, and It is 
understood that ha will not permit 
them to be changed. 


Taft Inspects Improvements. 


Secretary Taft was entertained at 


luncheon yesterday 
by Maj. Gen. 


Leonard Wood, commander. of Hhe 
military division of the Philippines; 
In the afternoon he attended a re- 
ception at the Jesuit college, and this 
evening he was present at a recep- 


tion given in his honor by the officers 
of the army and navy. 


Secretary Taft during the day made 


a tour of Manila In an automobile, and 
carefully Inspected, the improvements 
made since his last visit to the isl- 
ands. He declared that the' progress 
of the last two years was great, ami 
expressed himself as being highly 
pleased with the condition of affairs 
in this city and the reports submitted 
by the governors of the Philippine 
provinces. 


Mr. Taft reiterated his denial that, 


he was disappointed by the result ot

on size of silo and then get tho 
material most abundant in your 


iKallty. Any timber that will not 
»arp Is suitable. 
Have It as dry as 


possible. 


If your silo Is to be above 20 feet 
* height buy lumber of two lengths. 
?or a 34 foot building get 14 and 10 
'oot. or for a 26 foot silo get 12 and 
14 foot lengths. Set your stuff on the 
f round during some dry days, lay- 
ng it closely like a floor. Then take 
tn old broom or a whitewash brush 
md a bucket of coal tar and paint the 
umber, not skimping the amount Let 
t He a day or two and then turn up 
mother face of the lumber and again 
rive It the gass tar paint. 
Continue 


111 all sides and edges are painted. 
Jass tar has been found to be the 
»«st preserver of silo wall* yet found 
ind I may add that for rough work, 
mch as farm gates, corn cribs and 
ioard roofs It Is not equalled by many 
if our painta. If tar Is too thick to 
pread easily thin with gasoline. 


While our lumber Is drying we will 


put In the silo foundation. We must 
leclde where to bluld and the best 
i»le Is to build Just as near 
the

Keep a tab upon the profit from 


each cow and weed out those that do 
not prove a good investment. 


Much is said about the value of ap 


pies for food. That the cows relish 
them Is evidenced by the greed with 
which they flock around any tree with 
in reach never satisfied until it is 
stripped. 


Yet this very fondness is detriment 


al unless the fruit can be furnished 
regularly. 
It produces discontent in 


the herd. 
Having acquired a taste o 


the apples cattle frequently refuse to 
eat other food and perhaps learn 'to 
Jump fences In quest of more apples. 


If there Is a stray tree in the pas- 


ture It is better to gather the fruit 
and feed to the pigs rather than to 
have the cattle discontented because 
they have got a taste and cannot find 
more. 


Wild crabs likewise attract them 


with the same results. 
Stored awa> 


and doled out regularly among the 
winter rations they aid In the milk 
flow as well as in the general health 
of the cow. But when supplied In the 
pasture they usually breed trouble. 


If fences are successful In restrain- 


ing they will bawl and raise such dis- 
turbance that it Is Imposible to secure 
their greatest gains. 


If there are scattering wild apple 


trees It la cheaper to cut them down 
when the danger from choking \s el- 
iminated. For the most of the fatal 
results from this cause come about 
through ono cow trying to drive an- 
other away. 


Give each its allowance In the stable 


and trouble rarely comes from it. But 
when they are In the field and one 
crabs an apple and hastily gulps It 
down, certain that others will strive 
for it, then come the serious results. 


Should this accident occur the apple 


may often be located from the out- 
side and gently pressed up or down 
as seems easiest. 
Only an expert 


should attempt probing as even In 
skilled hands this Is sometimes fatal. 
Melted butte"r or lard will sometimes 
dislodge the fruit. 


If bloating occurs force a two-Inch 


roller into the mouth fastening the 
ends with strings to the horn. 
This 


will prevent further formation of gas 
n the stomach and give relief until a 
veterinary can be summoned.—Bessie

are excellent layers but 
Indifferent 


mothers. 


Good point* In a hen are good feed- 


er, bright clear eyed, quick In action 
but not Bcaroy. 


About thirty years a«o the type 


tno«t (ought after wa* a large, well- 
''etthered hen. with *hort legs, small 
lead, broad "boulders and deep body. 
The cock preferred was thicker In 
««». broader across the shoulders, and 
fully a third heavier. 


He had a gallant strut—was the 


Irst to get outdoors In the morning, 
:he flr*t to go to roost, inclined to take 
on flesh eadly, generou* In picking 
out tit-bit* for the hens, and not quar- 
relsome. Some poultrymen associated 
arge eyes with great hardiness. 


In very large breeds, quick growth 


s desirable, while early maturity is 
not. 


MUST BAVEJOOD BULL 


Dairy Herd Canont be Made Profit- 


able Without Animal of Good 


Blood. 


N 


O MATTER how good a bull you 


select, without proper care and 
the right management he will 


prove a disappointment. There is no 
animal on the farm that Is so often 
neglected to the extent that the bull 
Is and the majority of farmers and 
dairymen regard him as a. nuisance 
and his presence Is only tolerated be- 
cause he Is regarded as a necessity. 
_A great many, as long as they can 
borrow or get someone to trust them 
for the service, will do so and when 
obliged to keep one for their own 
dairy will keep him In the most shift 
less manner and allow him only feed 
enough to keep him alive, keep him In 
a dark, poorly ventilated stable when 
he stands from one week's end to th< 
other and only watered when It Is 
convenient. 


He is never taken out and exercised 


when his services are required- or elsa 
he Is turned out when a yearling am 
allowed to wear himself out by ex- 
cessive service until In a year or two 
he becomes uncertain and worse than 
useless. What else could be expected 
Deprived In one case of all that goes 
'.o make and develop substance and In 
the other case his substance allowed 
:o go to waste to such an extent that 
he Is barely able to exist. 


He has been expected to perform 


services that only an older and wel: 
developed bull could be expected to 
jerform. Many a. fine blooded animal 
103 been purchased from some well 
cnown herd and turned out as a mere 
calf to shift for himself and do the 
work of a matured bull and his owner 
becomes dlsgulsted because he fails 
o stand the rough treatment and con- 
demns all pure bred stock when the 
'ault was not with the animal but 
with himself when he allowed him to 
become ruined by his own careless- 
ness and mismanagement 
Does it 


seem strange that the stock from such 
an Illtreated bull, half-starved. Ill- 
conditioned, 
worn 
out 
and 
weak, 


ihould be a failure. 


It Is Impossible to further Improve 


he quality of our dairy cows unless 
we depend to a large extent upon the 
bull to bring about the desired Im- 
provement and it Is folly to imagine 
hat a bull can bring about this Im- 
provement unless he Is well cared for 
and fed the right kind of food to 
build up a good, strong constitution 
and vigorous health. 


It would require a longer article 


nan I have space for to go into all 
5f the details of caring for the herd 
ull but what I want to- Impress upon 
he minds of all farmers and dairy- 
men Is that they should pay attention 
o tho care and managemen of the bull 
f they desire to Improve the quality 
>f their dairy herds.

through an acre with a nine Inch fur- 
row; 
nnd allowing one minute for 


each turning, 2 3-4 hours of time are 
occupied In that operation. 


Further along the line of tedious 


plowing, to plow pace, to do good, 
steady work, varies from 1 1-2 to two 
miles an hour. Applying; those figures 
to the eleven miles walked in plow- 
Ing an acre, nt the rate of 1 1-2 miles 
an hour, takes 7 1-8 hours. 


With a 10 inch furrow there Is one 


mile less of walking which may be 
computed as half an hour to 3-4 of an 
hour, according to the estimate of 
traveling pace.
